Pabis. — The immortal Daniel Auber is 
about to give another proof of his genius to 
the world, in the shape of a comic opera, 
which he has just completed, under the title 
of "Un Jour de Bonheur." It is intended 
for the Op6ra-Comique, and the mUch-talked- 
of pupil of Madame Eugenie Garcia, Mdlle. 
Mombelli, will make her debut therein. This 
is not the age of miracles, and yet there lives 
a composer who writes an opera, at the age 
of eighty-six, apparently in the plenitude of 
his inspiration and artistic power. — Adelina 
Patti still reigns goddess at the Salle Venta- 
dour. " Lucia di Lammermoor," and 
"Crispino e la Coinare," have both been 
produced for her, and the Italian theatre is 
crammed nightly, the receipts averaging 
15,000 francs. — Kossini has protested friend- 
lily, against the resuscitation of "Tran- 
credi," urged, no doubt, by the utter incom- 
petence of Mdlle. Grossi for the character of 
the hero. — En revanche, M. Bagier intends 
bringing out * * Cenerentola, " and * * La Don- 
na del Lago," both for his favorite con- 
tralto, whom, however, he cannot elevate to 
the front rank of artists by any amount of 
frequent presentation, or significant emplace- 
ment in the performances. " La Donna del 
Lago," with Adelina Patti as Elena, would 
be interesting on that account, and Signor 
Mongini would shine undoubtedly in Koder- 
ick Dhu. Moreover, the opera is one of the 
most delightful of Bossini's. — M. Hector 
Berlioz has been iuvited by the Grand 
Duchess Helena, of Bussia, at this moment 
sojourning at Paris, to pass six months this 
winter at St. Petersburg, to undertake the 
direction of the concerts of the Conservatoire. 
The eminent critic and composer has ac- 
cepted the invitation, and will leave Paris for 
the great northern city, in December. — 
After all, the journals were wrong in stating 
that Madame Meric-Lalande, lately deceased, 
was the mother of Madame De Meric-La- 
blache. M. N. Lablache, the caro sposo of 
the contralto, writes, in contradiction, to M. 
Heugel, of the Meneslrel, as follows: "Cher 
Monsieur Heugel, I have read in the Menes- 
trel of the 15th, current, the death of Madame 
Meric-Lalande, and I hasten to correct an 
error which has crept into your announce- 
ment. Madame Meric-Lalande is not the 
mother of my wife. The name of the family 
of Madame Lablache is de Meinc, not Meric 
quite short, and there existed no relation- 
ship between the two cantatrices. The 
children of Madame Lalande are M. and 
Madame Hocmille. I was on intimate terms 
with Madame Lalande; she was very fre- 
quently the camarade of my father, notably 
at Naples, in 1832, I believe. She excelled 
in the buffo hue, and my father thought 
highly of ner talent. Madame Lablache has 
often heard me speak of Madame Lalande in 
conjunction *with my father, but has never 
had the honor of her acquaintance. Be- 
ceive, dear Mons. Heugel, the assurance of 
my distinguished sentiments. N. La- 
blache." Very well, then; but how could 
M. and Madame Hocmille be children of 
Madame Lalande ? There is some confusion 
here. Perhaps for M. and Madame we 
should read M. and Mdlle.
